Japan's War On China Has Reached Last 
Temporary Stalemate 

Shanghai, — Japan's war with 
China, now nine months old, has 
reached at least a temporary stale- 
mate with little indication of how or 
when {t will end. : 

' The Rising Sun army, which swept 
h the northern cities of Peip- 
ing and Tientsin last summer, drove 
the ‘Chinese out of Shanghai Nov. 9, 
and captured Nanking Dec. 13, has 
been unable to swallow the vast 
Lunghai area of central China. 

A stubborn army of 400,000 Chi- 
nese has kept the invaders from 
reaching the Lunghai railroad, 
China’s east-west lifeline through the 
heart of the area» which separates 
Japanese northern conquests .from 
captured Nanking, Shanghai and the 
lower Yangtse river valley plains. 

Chinese analysis of the failure of 
Japanese to take the Lunghai speed- 
ily was that besides stiff frontal re- 
sistance, Japanese have faced in- 
creasing difficulties in shipping sup- 
plies, ammunition and reinforcements 
to the northern Lunghai battle area. 
Behind Japanese lines, Chinese irreg- 
qulars. time ~and-again have severed 
temporarily Japanesé rail routes to 
the front. 


New Durum Wheat 


Type That Yields More Than 
Thatcher Is Foreshadowed 
Winnipeg. — Prospect of a new 
durum wheat that yields more. than 
the present standard varieties is 
foreshadowed in a statement issued 
by the associated committee on grain 
‘research in annual sessions here.’ 
The new durum, fairly rust-resist- 
ant, yields more than Thatcher, now 
one of the leading bread wheat types. 
The committee, a section of the 
National Reséarch council, discussed 
16 varieties of new durums. Min- 
drum durum, the accepted commer- 
cial standard, for .the’ present re- 
mains the most satisfactory. durum 
for Manitoba and south-eastern Sas- 
katchewan, the committee decided.

Canada In Ia’ England 


[Inhabitants Of Hamlet Near London 
ms Are Proud Of Name 


It’s a. long way from the strag- 


nestling: along a. winding Hampshire 
lane, to its larger namesake in North 
‘America, but its 200-odd inhabitants 
are equally insistent and proud of 


About 78 miles from London the 
village has houses, church. public 
house, one store, and a blacksmith 
shop—all cluttered along a single 
street. And like the Dominion Hamp- 
shire’s Canada also suffered from the 
depression. 

The village got its name in a 
strange way. More than 50 years ago 
when thousands were migrating to 
Canada, there was a. minor back-to- 
the land movement in Hampshire.

Some- 
times patients consult the doctor for | 
what turns out to be fissure, ‘an ulcer 
or crack at the lower end of the . 
bowel. None of these is a cancer, 
but in all cases the condition should 
be carefully examined in order to dis- 
cover whether or not there is any in- 
duration or hardening of the margin . 
of such lesions. Any sign of this 
nature calls for a microscopical ex~- 
amination of the hardened tissue. 

Alternating diarrhoea and: consti- 
pation, the appearance of blood and 
mucus in the bowel movements, and 
bowel obstruction more or less com- 
plete, are among the few signs of 
rectal cancer. 

One should. always be suspicious in 
attacks of piles or what the laity 
call piles. Bleeding from the lewer 
bowel, indeed from any orifice of the 
body demands immediate investiga- 
tion. It will not,suffice to assume 
that rectal bleeding is due to haem- 
orrhoids. The actual cause must, in 
the patient’s interest be determined 
without delay. The public ia coun- 
seled to be on the lookout for ap-~ 
pearance of the signs mentioned, At 
the earliest appearance of any of 
those signs the person should consult 
his doctor and insist on a thorough 
examination. A cursory look will not 
do; Too much depends upon an ex- 
amination of the kind for it to be 
perfunctory. The patient involved 
either has cancer or he has not, In 
the former case time is ‘the essence 
of the matter.

Issues Warning 


Say No Jobs Open At Present In 
Northern Mining Camps 

Hon. T. A. Crerar, minister of nat- 
ural resources, issued a warning to 
men contemplating seeking work in 
the Northwest Territories and said. 
there are no jobs open at present in 
the mining camps in the Yellowknife 
district, north of Great Slave Lake, 
600 miles north of Edmonton. 

Basing his advice on information 
received from the district agent of 
the Mackenzie district and from the 
sub-mining. recorder at Yellowknife, 
the minister said forecast increase in 
mining activty at Yellowknife would 
not. result in increased employment 
until possibly late in June. ~ 

The department was discouraging 
men from going to Yellowknife or 
elsewhere in the Territories in search 
of work because the mining com- 
panies were making their own ar- 
rangements’ outside and taking in 
only those for whom they could as- 
sume full responsibility, Mr. Crerar 
said. . ;

A Crucial Point 
Says Canada Is Suffering From 
Growing Pains Under New 
. Conditions 

Premier T, D. Pattullo of British

has reached a crucial point in her 
history. 

“Notwithstanding our favorable 
physical position, and strong vigor- 
ous people, Canada is suffering from 
growing pains under new conditions 
and demands consequent wpon eco- 
nomic and social changes,” he said.

There are hundreds of. annual 
flowers’ which may be satisfactorily 
planted by the person who is not go- 
ing to stay long in one place. These 
annuals will make their full growth 
in a few weeks and bloom profusely

table gardens, too, can be developed 
in a few weeks and will give ample 
returns in the same year. © ; 
Even a fair layout of grounds can 
be Reni out by. a tenant. Quick 
growing grass will make a very fine 
lawn in less than six weeks and one 
infinitely better than a patch of 
Instead of 
permament shrubbery and climbers, 
& perusal of any.good seed catalogue 
will disclose many bushy annuals 
among the flowers and some climbers 
which will grow up to 20 feet in a 
few months. There are at least a 
score of big, bushy annuals which 
reach a height of from four to seven 
feet and can be used for screening 
just as effectively as tall, slower 
growing shrubs. ent Ay 
- The first of the garden peas, leaf 
lettuce, radish and spinach will be 
among the earliest vegetables sown. 
These may be planted as soon as the 
ground is fit to work. All of the first 
named seeds should be sown at least 
three times, at intervals of ten days 
so that there wilF be a succession of 
vegetables. The second sown will be 
carrots, beets, onions, potatoes, etc., 
which can stand a little frost, and 
then beans, corn and tomato, cab- 
bage ._ and. cauliflower plants, etc., 
which kill with frost. Final seeding 
or planting will be those hot weather 
vegetables like lima beans, squash, 
well started egg and pepper plants, 
cucumber, melons and similar things. 
A constantly cultivated garden, 
will seldom be affected by drought. 
This stirring of the top soil prevents 
evaporation of moisture and it also 
keeps down those robbers of. plant 
food and water-weeds. Especially 
during the early part of the season 
is cultivation necessary, and more 
particularly after each shower. With 
some of the many hand, horse or 
tractor-drawn garden cultivators on 
the market, this task is done quickly 
and without the old time back-ache.

United States Not Letting Germany 
‘Have Helium Gas . 

A sudden change of mind of the 

American government has brought 


about a new situation on the ques-.:. 


tion of helium and its export. Until 
recently we understood that author- 
ization: had been given by Congress 
for the delivery to the German Zep- 
pelin Company, of which Herman 
Wilhelm Goering, air minister and 
Nazi No. 2, is a member,.of 17,900,- 
000 cubic feet of helium for use in 
the new dirigible constructed by Ger- 
many to replace the ill-fated Hinden- 
burg which exploded with heavy loss 
of life’ at Lakehurst. Newest dis- 
patches from Washintgon reveal that 
Secretary Ickes has blocked the ship- 
ment, despite the fact that tank ships 
from Germany are docked on. the 
Texas coast in the Gulf of Mexico to 
take away the expected supply. — 
So far, the only known supply of 
helium, a non-inflammable gas, with- 
out which dirigible construction and 
fiying are foolhardy, is’ to be found 
only in the United States, which thus 
controls the safe lighter-than-air fly- 
ing of all the nations on earth. In

Australian. Made Four-Foot Model 
Of. Empress Of Britain 

An opportunity to check the de- 
tails on his four-foot scale el of 
the Empress of Britain was pre- 
sented to H, W. Eaglesham, of Syd- 
ney, Australia, when the giant Cana- 
dian Pacific flagship steamed into 
port there for the first time in her

For five years the Sydney engineer 
has been “tinkering” with odds and
